Recently, of an afternoon, I read Voltaire’s classic “Candide.” 
I could not get up from my seat until it had been finished. 
I then 
understood what France meant when he said that the pen of this 
w riter “runs and laughs.” 
“Candide” was written nearly 17C years ago! 
It was written 
by tile author in three days. 
I am of the opinion th a t 300 years 
from now it will be* r a d with as g r .a t relish as it is now being read, 
nearly 200 years after it was written!

I Gloucester, if you will. 
For here 
resides a hardy, primitive-minded 
! people which lives with its religion 


I and thinks along the lines of the 
sternly puritanical settlers of the 
New England of which we read but 
which we no longer see. 
This most picturesque of all the 
English fishing villages— a Mecca 
for artists—nestles on the side of 
a little promontory ju tt'n g out into 
the Atlantic a few 
miles 
from 
ami’s End, the southernmost t :p 
of England. 
The quaint stone cot­ 
ta g e s many of which date* back 
to antiquity, grow one out of an­ 
other haphazardly until they re- 
reniblc a group of hoary shell-fish 
which time has cemented together 
and encrusted with barnacles. 
Many cf the roofs are so warp­ 
ed and weather-beaten by age that 
they seem to 
have 
been 
placed 
there by Nature, like the great 
gray rocks which rise out of the 
nearby 
sea. 
Funny, 
stubby 
chimney-pots grow crazily out of 
the roofs, and among 
these 
sit 
the wise, plump sea gulls, 
like 
fat merchants of Bagdad, waiting 
for something to come along to 
give them profit. 
Queer little cobbled streets twist 
and wriggle their way about until 
they form a labyrinth in which it 
is eary to get lost. 
Here, one of 
the tiny thoroughfares dives reck­ 
lessly down to Nowhere, 
like 
a 
cormorant swooping after a fish; 
there, an equally adventurous path 
struggles abruntlv 
upward 
over 
flights of stone steps w«»rn thin by 
the plodding of 
generations 
of 
stout sea boots. 
Stone, 
stone— 
everywhere the gray stone, sym­ 
bolic of the 
sturdiness 
of 
the 
people. 
And never a speck of dirt, 
for the fisherwomen 
are 
ever 
scrubbing and polishing even the 
cobbles before their spotless door­ 
ways. 
These St. Ives men who go down 
to the sea in ships are true sons 
of the deep, and their womenfolk 
I are of the same fearless 
breed. 
Even the kiddies have the swing 
of the sea in their stocky 
little 
legs, and go rolling along the sea- I 
soned Jack Tars. 
The fisher folk believe in the 
Bible as wr tteJI, unembellished by 
interpretation. 
God, the Creation 
done in six days and nights, the 
Devil and Hell are all very real 
to them. 
They w’ant nothing to 
do with so-called modern teach­ 
ings. 
The Sabbath is a sacred day, set 
aside for the worship of God. There 
is no work and there is no play. 
For the most part the 
family 
stays indoors, reading the Bible 


church. 
No fishing is done on Saturday, 
because the fish would have to he 
handled on the Sabbath, and so the 
fishermen lose two days a 
week 
from their work. 
And this sacri­ 
fice is great. 
' 
Art'ats are not allowed to paint 
J in the village on Sunday, for that 
, is a desecration of the sacred day. 
A woman artist was stopped from 
working recently by fishermen, and 
given a round talking to, and 
a 
maw artist was thrown into the sea 
for his sins. 
Not long ago a wom­ 
an tourist attempted to knit on the 
beach back of 
the 
fisherman’s 
village on a Sunday, and she was 
compelled to stop. 
I 
Daily prayers are offered in the 
home, with the family grouped on 
their knees about the central fig­ 
ure. 
Grace is said 
over 
every 
meal. 
Alcohol is anathema to many of 
the fisher folk, though 
sore! 
o f 
them drink. 
Even the fishermen’s clubs per­ 
mit no alcohol on the premises. 
The walls of these 
clubs 
are 
covered with pictures of eminent 
clergymen, and the members spend 
much 
of 
their 
time 
debating 
religion. 
The children honor their par­ 
ents.
